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HIS CLOTHING CAUGHT FIRE.

A Rag Peddler's Narrow Heoape
From a Horrible Death.

BURNED IN A SHOCKING MANNER

Anather Man Nearly Killed (n a Col-
liston Berween a Hose Cart
andd a8 Boggy—Last
Night's Biaze.

Totally Wracked by Fire.

The two-story frame bullding, 60x02,
sotithwest corner of Sixteenth and Capitol
avenue, owned by Matt Pateick, was totally
wrecked by fire at 030 last evening. The
structures wns formerly occupled by the
Dalley Carrlage compuny as a factory,
Some time ago, wten Mr, Patrick bought it,
he remodoled the Arat floor for store pur:
posen, loaving thy second for rough shop
worlk.

At the hour named porsons passing along
Sixteenth, in  front of the build-
ing, theard & smail  explomon - and
saw flames burst from the second room
from the corner of the Luiding. A moment
later, and na the entirs front suddenly be-
aame one solld mass of flames, s man rushed
out with his clothes und hair all on fire, and
a8 he tore frautically up the streey, ho
yelled :

“Oh God, somebody do cut my throat!
Shoot me, somebody—for God's sake, kill
me "

He was canght, the flames which enveloped
him were extinguished, and he wus taken
inlo a drug store, whore it was found he was
not fatally, though pmmnfully burned.

While the unfortunste man was belng
carad for an alarm hand been turned
in, though necessarily from o box some dise
tance from the fire, the heat haviog almost
instantaneonsly intensificd mo as to make it
Impossible to use the box on the same corner
us the fire, ‘This proved a serious delay to
the firemen, and when they renchod the spot
nearly the entive building was wreapped in
flumes, and two or three of the small frame
structures adjoining on the south had com-
menced to smoke with the hLheat. Hut once
on the spot, Chief Galligan and bis men did
remarkably effective work and prevented
the fire from spreading beyond the alread
doomed bullding where It started, and whic
the flames licked up as though It were so
muoh tinder, *

When the work of the firemen could be
seen Lo nssure the protection of the adioin-
ing buildings the reporter returned to the
man who seamed to _have been in at the
origin of tue fire, He had recovered from
his deatbly fright, but was suffering hor-
rible agony, the greater portion of his face,
hands and wrists belng burned In a shoeking
manner, He gave his name as Isaso Cohn,
ang said he wos o rag pedaler. A little be-
fore 9 o'clock he had gone into the place
above designated, and which s Known aa
Splegle's pawn swnd talior sliop, to get a pair
of pants cleaned. He and a workmnan werae
in the resr of the shop and the laltter was
just preparing o do the work, A lamp was
sitting upon o stool, upon which was also a
ssucer. The workman had picked upa
Ilargoe can of gasoline and was pouring ont
some to use in connection with the work
when it lgnited from the lamp und exploded.
Cohn says he can not recall how he got out
of the pince, but thioks he wias blown sey-
ern: feet ns a sturter. When asked what
beeame of the workman who was holding
the can the sufferersaid be didn't know and
could not recall his name.

Rewirniog to the fire, tho reporter made
inquiriea from fully fifty persons who were
recognized as having been present when the
tire broke ount, Most of them thought they
had scen another m on escape just aflter
Caolin rushed out, but wers not positive,

When the fire had been put out the fire-
men senrched thoroughly in that portion of
the buiiding which had beea cceupied by the
pawn shop, but could find no traces of a
human body.

The corner room was occupied by A, Bart-
lott ns # book store. Being seen after tha
tire, he placed his loas at 5,000, with an in-
surance of #,000, No fgures or estimates

*whntever could be obtained last nlght ns to

the pawn and tallor atop loss, 'T'he third
room wius used as & barber shop, the con-
tents being the property of George Weitzel,
who went out of the ity on business yestor-
day to be gone probably soversl days., Up
stuirs, over the barbor shop, was n room o¢-
cupled by € A. Brown, who did fine
carpenter worlk there, He loses several sots
of topls, patterns, ate,, together witu o small
quantity of furniture, the whole worth about
100 or B0, on which theré was no insur-
noce, ‘Lho next first floor room has been
used s o cigar store, but was reported
pmpty at the time of the fire. A little frame
adjoining the Patrick building, and used by
tho Acmo slgn works, was considerably
damaged, and with the six or eight others, on
through to Dodge streel, woula have fallen
o easy brey Lo the Hames bad ¢ oot been
that the firomoen responded 8o promptly after
once goetting the nlarm.

Sulley Hrothers, who lost several horses
acd wagons by fire just o short time ago, had
those tniat they saved then 1o what is known
as the Blue barn, which ssemed doomed last
nleht, being only some fifty feet from the
sign works bullding. The horses weare hurs
riedly gotten out, however, and several of
them got oway,

The proprictors of the Club stables had
only i thin brick wall be-
tween  their  large amount of very
valuable proparty and the flercest  of
the firo lust night. As soon as tha flames
wera discovered the employes of the barn
rushed the wnimals out aud took out wll the
carringes, barness, ewe. Hefore half of the
property was out the heat in the grest barn
was almost unbearable and parta of the
dividing wall hisd eommenced to orack.

As one of the hose carts dasied up to the
fire 1t caught o one horse wegon,said to have

been Tom Muolyahill’s, at  sixteenth and
Dodge wnd  threw the driver, W,
H. Duniels, to the pavement

with terrible foree, Danicis was preked up
for doad and carried unconsolous into Les-
lig's drue wtore. He was foand to be unio-
jured interantly, and later was removed to
his Lome, o Thirty-Arth between Daveaport
nud Dodge,

Asto the loss on the Patrick bullding
alone, Chiefl Galllgnn smid he thougnt it
probably was about §,500 or £,000, it being,
ue stated, w very old structure, No one
conld be found w give more delinite Agures,

while in the matter of iusurance it
was sall by business " men that in-
surancy  agents  generally  in Omaha,
some Llime ugo, roveived  orders to

sancel all lnsurance on bullaiogs situated 1
the block after the property hmi been con-
demned for postofice purposes.

Shellenb.ger, thie Alleged Murderer,
a Candidate for Oanonization.

LAUDED BY LAWYER AND FRIENDS

The Nebraska City.Suspect Spelis Hin
Testament, Emilea Liks n Seraph
and is Almost Beatilled
by His Friends.

AN tor Joe.!

When *“Joe'* or Fuller Sheilenbarger was
ushered into Chiof Seavey's office yestorday
morning be appeared like & man who had
rested comfortably during the night.

His attorney, Mr, J.C, Watson of Ne-
braska City, was In Chiel Seuavey's private
ofice, nccompanied by Cotnncliman Chapman
of Nebraska City, the husband of Joe's
consin, awalting Joe's arrival.

The threo men aad Shellenberger had
private conversation which lasted about an
hour,

Shellenberger was placed back in his cell
and seemed to bo much relioved by w hat his
friends from Nebraska City had told him,

Chief Seavey has receivea several letters
from Joo's brother, who goes by the nume of
Snmuel Gray. His home s at Loveland, In.
Sam states that although his correet name
is Stellenberger ha goea by the name of
Gray, but does not teil why. He mforms
the chief, however, that if ho will come over
to Loveland he will tell him why he changed
his name on the quiet.

One of the lotters states that 1mmediately
after getting out of the Logan jnil he came
bome and visited with the folks there for
several days. On the other hand Joe says
that he first went to Nebraska City.

Another lotter from Sam Gray tells bow
during the last two years he has endeavored
to locate Joe, but was unsuceessful, Onece
he says, he want to Nebraska City te find
bhim, but did not succeed. KReocently ho
learnod that Joe was working in  and
around Nebraska City. A younger brother
of Joa's was drowned and it was about that
time, nearly one year ago, that Joe could
not be located. Sam is married. His
mother lives with him and he is her only
lu'pport.

n regard to Joo's telling so many conflict-
ing stories at times and at other times hav-
ing nothing whatever to say when ques-
tioned, Sam says that it is his “naturs,” and
that ho has always been honest and willing
to work. He is satisfied that Neal is simply
having revenge on Joe because the latter
would not gc on the witness staod in Har-
rison county, Towa, and swearto lies in order
to free Neal from the charge of horse stegl-
iug. One of the first tniogs Joe told his
brother when he want home was that he was
afraid of Nonl as he had threatensd to ‘‘get
eyen' with nim when he got out of the pen-
itentiary.

Sam also disputes several statements made
10 Lthe newspapers,

Hesays that Jmlor Bebout is a liar when he
says he has known Joe for nine years, s
Joo has not been In this part of the country
that long, He also accuses the jailor of
standing 1in with Neal, who is “the champion
liar of them all.”

Gray writes that his mother has almost
lost her reason from worrying about her son.
Nons of the family believe that Joa is guilty.

Alibi's and Innocence,

Mr., Watson wias met by a Bre reporter
after he had concluded his talk with Shel-
lenberger in Chief Seavy's office. By way
of answer 10 & number of auestions he sald:
“This gentleman |referring to a party who
stood beside him| is Mr. Chapman, ¢ mem-
ber of the council of Nebraska City. Shel-
lenbergor is a cousin of Mr. Chapman’s
wife, We have the best men in the city
ready to come forward and tell where Shel-
Isnperger spent every day and mght siuce
the 23th of last December,’

Mr, Chapman broke into the conversation
long enough Lo say that they tad learaned
where Shellenberger had beensince Junuary
1. When he saw, however that Mr, Walson
had gone him & week better,quietly assented
o the attorney's date.

“Why Shellenberger,” continued Mr.
Watson, ‘“couldn’t have committed that
murder, He couldn’t tell where he has been
at any particulsr time. He coulan’s tell you
whon wo hnd Christmas last, But it just
happens that way that wo have eunough of
our people who know well enocugh to cover
the tune at which it 18 supposed the cmime
was committed, He iso't smart enough to
cover his tracks in the wsy meutioned.”

Somobody dissented from the last asser-
tion and Mr. Watson replied:

“Well, I won't argue the matter with you,
no matter what Shellenberger may have auid
or what the theories may be relating to hun.
What I tell you are the facts."

“o you hope to use tie check in thiscase
which, it is alleged, Lidge paid Shellen-
bergert’

“Yes, sir. We can produce every hand
through which that check passed.”

?mou torun off the Pinnoy stock and sell

“Simply becsuso Neal, to aave himsolf,
thought that that atory would drive Shel-
lenberger out of Jhe country, aud that Shel
lenberger's fight would make it appear that
Shellenberger really was the murderar.”

Mr, Watson then satated that he would
have the preliminary hearing set for any
date that might be salisfuctory to the county
atlorney.

THE HELIOGRAPH.

How Military sigoals Are Trans-
mutted by Meaps nf Sunlight.

Lieutenant Beall, of the local signal
service office, has made requizition for
wn instrument Kknown as “‘the helio-
graph,” and assoon as it arrives he
will begin experimenting with it with
a view to establishing communication
with Fort Sheridan and varions other
points from five to twemty miles dis-
tant, says the Chicago News. The
heliograph, which has long been used
by the government, is an arrangement

of mirrors, whereby signals can be
transmitted from one point to an-
other on clear days by means of
flashes of sunlight., A complete
jnstrument consists  essentinlly of

two plain mirrors and a sighting rod.
The mirrors are usunlly supported on a
tripod and are fitted with vertical and
horizontal tangent scerews, by meuans of
which the mirrors can be turned on
these sapports so as to face any desired
direction towurd the sky. Oue of the
mirrors 18 s0 mounted that a motion of
three or four degrees about ita horizon-
tal axis can be given 1t independent of
the tangent screw, so that the flash ean
be thrown on and off quickly and at
will. Both mirrors of the instrument
are used when the signalman [acing the
receiving station has the sun ut his
back. When the sun is in front or
nearly at his right or left only one
mirror is used. A code of sigoals cor-

rasponding o the Morse code
of telegraphy is used, o=
biuations of long and short [flashes
iraieating the different letters. The

man at the sending stution, by means of
his sighting red, succeeda in locuting
the mirrors at the receivingstation,and
then communication s easily estab-
lished.

The instrument has been used with
great success in Arvizonn snd Now Mex-
ico, sometimes exchanging signals at a
distunce of forty miles. During the
pursuit of the bloodthirsty Geronimo,.
Genoeral Crook’s men used itfor the pur-
posa of keeping the regiments at head-
quarters informod of the movements of
the Indians, The heliograph is used in
the signal service department for the
reason that on smoky days, when it is
impossible to use the regular flags, the
instrument will throw a Hash through
the hazy aimosphere s asto be dis-
tinctly seen at the receiving station.
Lieutennnt Beall does not expect the
instrument to work in this section of
the country for a distance of more than
oighteen or twenty miles,

A Great Sheep Ranch in the Far
Waat,

PROFITS ON THE WOOLY WARDS,

Sugar Beet Malsing in the West—
Alfalfa Cuolture in Kansas—Mak-
ing a Hot Bed - Feed For
Dalry Cowa,

Sheep Feroding In the Far Weat,
Written for The Bre.

I had the pleasurs of spending a day,
a short time ago, on & sheop ranch in
western Kansas, On thiz ranch 17,000
hend of Utalh and Colorado sheep are
being fed for the Denver and Kansas
City markets.

The ranch is loeated on a branch of
the Republican river and the six cor-
rals in which the sheep are kept oo-
cupy two contiguous bends in the creck
and cover about five acres of ground,

The corrals are enclosed with bonrd
foncos, tha wire fence which was for-
merly used not giving satisfaotion, and
are furnished with self-feeding corn
bins and racks for hay, with
salt, sulphur and runoing water,
accessible at all times, Four men do all
the work in connection with earing for
the sheep. The corn and hay are de-
livered on the ground by the neighbor-
ing farmers and 1t is distributed by the
shovheord and his assistants as needed.
During the severe weather in January
UM bushels of corn per day was eaten
by *hese sheep, besides all the hay the
wanuyd, Hay delivered at this ranch
has cost 85,50 per ton and coro 13 centa
per bushel this winter. The total out-
lay for feed is expected to reach 815,000
by the end of the senson.

The sheep were put into the corrals
in November at an average weight
of eighty pounds and cost $£L50
per head, While ws were on
the ground returns were received from
two carloads, 365 head, of sheep which
had been marketed in Kansas City
and sold there for $6.60 per head. The
shepnerd assured us that the sheep
which had been marketed were not up
to the standard in quality of a band of
2,500 head which were in one corral.
Previous sales have been made out of
this stock this year at £5.20 per cwt,
The whole bund will be marketed be-
fore April.

Great care is taken in handling these
large bands of fat sheep to avoid all ex-
citement which might canuse the ani-
mals to stampede, and it is almost im-
possiblae to run them through the divid-
ing chute to sort out u carload,or *'gin®
thoem as itis called, without causing
death of pome {from over-heating.

The sight of 80 many sheep quietiy
feeding in the corrals is quite interest-
ing, and 1t is not less interesting .to sit
with the shepherds around their eamp
fire and listen to their stories of shep-
herd life in the Rocky mountains. The
interest takes a different turn when the
farmer, as he shovels his corn into the
shepherd’s bin, tells how the arrival of
the herd made a market for corn,
which released him from the payment
of 3 per cent per month on his team nnd
household goods, or whon the shepherd
figures out %4 per head prolit on 17,000
sheep in tine weather,

Boeets lor Sugar,

Successful experiments were made in
the production of nigh-grade sugar tesia
at several places west of the Misdouri
river in 1887, At Medicine Lodge not
only were beets rich in sugar produced,
but the sugar wias manufactured and
amounted to something over 2,10
pounds per acre, which it was conceded
that about one-fourth of the sugar was
lost from lack of a full complement of
beot sugar machinery. Boots were also
produced at Grand. Island and
at Neligh, Neb., the analysis of
which showed surprising richnoess,
says Prof, E. B. Cowgill to
the Kansas Farmer. An examina-
tion of a map will show that these places
are not far from the same longitude and
are widely different in latitude, Medi-
cine Lodge being near the southern
boundury of Kansas and Neligh, near
the northern boundary of ebraska
and the distance between them nearly
400 miles. It would be presumptuous to
say that aither of these places is on the
verge of the sugar heet arew, or that
the country between them is not also
well adapted to the profduetion of high-
grade beets, or that this area is con-
fined to a line adjoining them,

Nobody knows aunything about the
limits of this territory, and [ supgest
that farmers and gardeners of Dakota.
Nebrasku, Kansas, Oklohoma and north-
ern Texas will do well to procure sugar
beet seod from the United States de
partment of agriculiure or otherwise
and plant and carefully cultivate them
with 4 view to determining whether
this most valuable crop can be grown to
perfection on their lands.

1 by no means expect that the beet
will tnke the place of sorghum in our
sugar industry, but that in many locali-
ties the one will supplement the other,
giving an nggreguting working senson
und sugar huarvest of five or six moutas,
there is no longer a doubt.

Congieer for o moment the value of a
sugar beet crop. The richest beets pro-
duced last senson at any of the places
named, contained, necording to govern-
ment, analysis 22 per cent of sugar.
Such bests are worth &'uwr Lon or even
more. Sugar beets yield, according to
s0il and cultivation, from ten to twenty
tons per acre, sometimes renching even
twenty-five tons per ancre. It is dif-
ficult to,see how more than 325 worth of
labor cin be expendaed upon an sere of
beets, and u little arithmetic shows the
desirability of that kind of farming.

Growing Allubis,

The experience of weastern Kuansas,
and particudlarly Finney county, has
demonstrated the value of this crop be-
youd question., Thers is no doubt it
will thrive wondercfully throaghout the
entire Arvkapsas valley. Heve, under
ireigntion, we cat four crops per senson
of hay, or two of hay and one of scod,
and there 18 no indieation of uny injury
to the plant after five years of such
cropping. One lot of sighty ucres,
within my koowledge, five yours old,
on land where it is ten feet to water,
und which has never been lreripgated,
shows a stronger and more vigorous
ant this tiith year than ever bators.
t has produced three nud four crops of
hiny every veur until lnst yearand this,
when it waacut once for hay pod once
for seed ench seasan.

As toits valuo psa orop, wo of the
Sstarving' west are toelined o ohal-
lenge comparison with our so-called

more fortunate enstern aeighbor, who
ralses corn and outs aud wheat,  Esti-
mote two ecrops of alfaifn bay at three
tons (and it often goes four) at $1 por
ton in the stuck: nnd oue crop of alfnifa
soad at five bushels por acre (and it
olten goos sight or teul at 8 to & por
bushel, and wo have 524 1o 81 per sore
par season, Income from land costing
21,25 por wore wt tha old rolinble stand
of Unecle Sam.

Maoking o« Hot-Bal

The time to begin proparations for
the hot-bed is long before it may be re-

wired. The hot-bed should face the
south, though some prefer the south-
ensdt, a3 the sun will warm the plants
eariies in the morning thun wnen fac-
ing the south, says the New York Morn-
ing Jourval, In constructing the frame
and top (sash) make overylhing tight,
as it is much ensior to let the air 1
when required than to keep the cold
out, Somo make the hot-bed of brick,
nnd others use o doultle frame, with
snwdust between; but in this climate a
single frame will answer,

The heat in the bhot-bed is produced
by the decomposition of manure. Place
it aside. in small heaps, and it will keep
until wanted, the cold aiv preventing
decomposition. Trample the manura
in o box or other receptacloe and let it
heat, then loosen it up, teample again,
and 1n & day or two remove it to the
hot-bed, vampling it down to a solid
mass,

If it does not heat suMclently, get
some stone lime, slnok it with boiling
wnter, thin to the consistency of cream,
and make a few holes in the manue,
pouring in the lime water. As a rule
this will not be necessary., It there is
too much heat, make holes and pour in
cold, clenr water,

About sixty degrees is tha proper
temperature for sowing the saed. 'th
dirt on tho top of the manure should be
exceedingly rich. Cover tha earvth
with a piece of old carpst at night to
nvoid loss of heat by radiation. Alir the
plants on nice, warm days and water
them when necessary, but not to satura-
tion. The point is not to have the bed
too warm, and also to avoid cold.

The Delicious Lattle Red.

The strawberry Is one of the early
fruits and the vines come into bearing
so soon that every family that has a
small lot or gurden plut- should have a
“strawberry patch.” No farmer shonld
consider his farm completa without his
little strawberry corner. A small plat
of strawberries requires buu little lubor,
and those who grow berries for a fam-
ily supply enjoy n more delicious arti-
cle than can {)e found on the market
stulls, as there is a vant differonca he-
tween the fresh, well-ripenad berry just
picked from the vine and that picked
in a semi-green condition and silowed
to ripen on the journey during ship-
ment. The person who grows his ber-
ries has the selection of the varvieties he

refers, which 15 an ndvantage not to

e overlooked.

: eerd for Dairy Cows,

Willinm Crozier, a well known dairy-
man of Long 1='and (N, Y.), savsin the
Albany Cultivawor, that he does not
feed silage: his feed consists of cut corn-
fodder, pulped mangel-wurzel, bran and
ground vats. This is cul, pulped, and
the coarse bran and ground onts, with
some line salt, all thoroughly mixed to-
gether.0He cuts on Saturday enourh
to iast to next Saturday, or one week.
It is put 10 one heap on the barn floor,
and covered over with a pleca of old sail
cloth, The mess soon warms up, though
not 80 a8 to become hot,  lach cow gets
n bushel-basketful of this, morning and
night, and when a cow ia in full milk,
or fresh, she gets one pailful of warm
water, with three quarts of bran and
one quart of ground onts mixed in the
water, twice each day. [IHis cows nover
go out of the stable in winter, nor do
they get cold wuter—the chill is always
taken off before they get it wo drink,
A bushel-basketlul of the mixture
weighs nbout twentv pounds, In the
midday, after they are watered,
they get a bunch of hay. This
hay is mndo  from his groass
mixture, a8 his mowing land is seeded
down with several mixtures, and one of
the mixtures isalfalfa, which is very
important to give lavor and texture Lo
butter. To have dairy cows in good
condition, and to give rich. nure cronm
thev must have chinnge of feed, and not
feed alone, but must be kept clenn, The
stables are cleaned every day, and the
cows are curried and brushad once each
day. This gives conteptment and com-
fort to them, and if he finds a cow that
does not give him an equal return, she
goes Lo the butcher.

Fast and slow Mi King,

It is eonernlly understood that fast
milking has the advantage o! securing
mora milk than stow mitking. But we
aure not aware of any scientific ¢xperi-
ments to determine the fact, Talph
Allen of Delavan, Ill., gives to the Jep-
sa Bulletin w little experienco, that
wall illustrates the difference, Hisboy
was learning to milk and took two and
a hall times more time thnn o fast
milker, who got from the cow at each
milking 9 w 124 pounds of milk, The
boy could get only 7 to ¥ pounds, The
gvidence in favor of Iast milking was
pretly conclusive —provided the timpin
milking was all the difference that af-

focted the flow. The fust milkoer may
have been more agrosnblo to the cow,
and his manner of milking mny have

been more agreenble, The bunglingof
the boy may have been positively -

noying Lo the cow, This would wlfect
her “giving down,'" as Q¢ iz ealled. 4
may have guite as much to do with the

varintion lo the yvield as the difference
in thme of deawing tne milic had, You
must plense the cow Ll you want her to
do Her best, More or Joss milk 18 s0-
creted durlpg millking —ns salvia Is se-
ereted duving eating.
